Firey South Carolina Gov- 


ernor Says To Hell 


With Constitution 


GOVERNORS'CONFERENCE 


Denounces Mob Rule and 


Gov. Blease is Taken to 


Task for His Views 


• 
on Lynching. 


Richmond, Ya., Dec. G.—A sweep- 


ing resolution repudiating the re- 
marks of Governor Blease. in sup- 
port of 'lynch law." vra» adopted by 
the Governor's Congress today by a 
vote of 14 to 4. 


Governor 
Blease, in defending 


himself, snapped his fingers in the 
faces of the other governors and 
declared he cared not one whit what 
the conference did or left undone. 


"Four times this morning has my 


life been, threatened for my utter- 
ances," declarded Governor Blease. 
"I was quoted yesterday as saying: 
To helL with the Constitution.' I now 
say to all the governors of all the 
states, and to all the people of the 
United States, -what I said then." 
The conference hall was thrown 
into an uproar. Governors of Ala- 
bama, 
Wyoming, Missouri, 
Xew 
York, Maryland, and Wisconsin, de- 
nounced the South Carolinian in 
strong terms for his utterances. The 
Governors of Sorth Carolina, Ar- 
kansas, Connecticut and Idaho voted 
against the resolution. 


Richmond. Ya., Dee. 6.—Many 
women in attendance on. the gover- 
nors' conference here hurriedly left 
the 
Ball when Governor Cole L. 
Blease of- South .Carolina, for_ the 
second time defended his doctrine of 
lynching negroes guilty of criminal 
assault without & trial, shouted the 
words, "To hell with the constitu- 
tion." 
This sentiment was in response to 


-a question "by Governor Joseph. X. 
Carey of Wyoming, who desired to 
know if Governor Blease had not 
taken an oath to uphold the 
con- 
stitution and laws of Ms state aud 
if these laws did not protect colored 
men. as well as white men. 
"I.will answer that question," re- 
plied the South Carolinan, and I 
hope the newspaper men will get it 
fight, for in my campaign in South 
Carolina they found that I am a 
fighter—and a cold-blooded fighter. 
When the constitution steps in be- 
tween me and the defense of 
the 
virtue of the white women of my 
state, I will resign my commission 
and tear it up and throw it to the 
breezes. I have heretofore said, 'To 
•hell with the constitution." " 
When women, some of them wives 


and daughters of governors, left the 
hall, Governor Blease subsided. 


Governor Albert W> Gilehrist of 
Florida answered Governor Blease. 
"The first thing," he said, "that 
indicates a manly man or a womanly 
woman, is thoughtful consideration 
for others." 
Later Governor John F. Shafroth 


of Colorado referred to the lyneh- 
law doctrine. 


"One mob can do more injury to 
society," he said, "that 20 murders 
because a lynching permeates the en- 
tire community and produces an- 
archy. The influence of mob rule is 
most reprehensible. When laws are 
made it should be the duty of the 
governor to enforce them, whether 
he approves them or not. When the 
law prescribes hanging for an 
of- 
fense, and a man is found guilty, he 
should be hanged, whether white or 
black, and there is no Excuse 
for 
the mob law. I conceive it to be 
our duty as governors to declare for 
law and order." 
Pacers read by Governor Tasker 
L. Oddle of Xevada and James H. 
Hawley of Idaho on uniformity 
in 


laws governing divorce were under 
consideraiion when Governor Blease 
snoke. He defended the position of 
South Carolina, where no divorce is 
permitted for any cause. He revert- 
ed again 
to his pardon record, 


boasting that he had pardoned and 
paroled more negroes t*an all gov- 
ernors of his state combined 
since 


1876. 
Announcing that there has 
npf 
heen a lynching in Xorth Carolina in, 
six years; Governor W. W. Kitchin 
of Xorth Carolina said the 
senti- 


ment for standing by the laws dai'y 
gains strength. He believed 
there 


should be convictions in nearly every 
case where there is a Ivnchiug. 
Governor Mann of Virginia added 


that Jie would can ont every 
sol- 
dier in the state, if necessarv. 
to 
protect a man under arrest and give 
him 3 fair trial. 


Tn his paper on divorces. Governor 


Oddle maintained that Xevada. in a 
great majority of instances, had per- 
formed a signa1 duty for human hap- 
piness and public morals by making 
divorce easy. J 


WILL INVESTIGATE ALL 


AFFAIRS AT LANCASTER 


SCHOOL, BOARD CLAIMS 


Columbus, Dec. 6.—*We are going 


to make a thorough investigation of 
the alleged cruelty at the Boys' In- 
dustrial school at Lancaster, and no 
persons who are found guilty in the 
opinion of the board will be let off," 
declared President Allen G. Thurman, 
of the State Board of Administration, 
which is investigating charges made 
by Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Trosky, of 
near Columbus, that their son, John, 
aged 12, an inmate of the school, was 
so severely whipped by the authorities 
that he was in a serious 
condition. 


His condition was greatly improved 
today. 


Because of the absence of witnesses 


and one of the members of the Board, 
the continuation of the examination 


was postponed until this 
afternoon 


J. G. Sehiebley, chaplain of the 
school was called before the board to- 
day and will be asked concerning the 
Trosky incident. President Thurman 
said that not only the Trosky case but 
the administration of the school gen- 
erally will be investigated. 


Columbus, Dec. 6.—The condition of 


John Trosky, 12 year old boy at the 
Lancaster Boys' Industrial Home, al- 
leged to have heen severely beaten 
by an officer was reported to be much 
improved today. Because of the fact 
that Trosky is a Russian, and his 
people are known in Columbus by the 
name of Brown, no little confusion 
has been caused in use of the name of 
the lad who is the subject of the in- 
vestigation.

CROSSING THIS MORNING 


The buckling of heavy Baltimore 


& Ohio freight train at about 5:30 
Friday 
morning necessitated 
the 


calling out of the railroad wrecking 
crew, tied up street railway traffic 
through Bast Main street for one 
hour and fifteen minutes and delay- 
ed Pennsylvania train Xo. 21 for 20 
minutes. 


At 5:30 a. m. the heavily loaded 


freight train was pulling north past 
the B. & O. station, being helped 
from behind by an extra engine. The 
force exerted by the extra 
engine 


was two great 
and as the

swung around the curve between

WILL INVESTIGATE NEW 


CONSUMPTION CURES 


Newark will not be lacking iu rep- 


resentation among the eminent Am- 
erican physicians who will visit in 
Germany during the next few months 
to investigate the remarkable cures 
obtained-;, by ^i%- -Friedrich Franz 
Friedman: of^ Be'rlin, who recently 
discovered a serum which it is said 
will absolutely destroy the germs of 
tuberculosis. This was learned Fri- 
day morning when an Advocate rep- 
resentative visited Dr. C. H. Stim- 
son at his ofice on Xorth Second 
Street, who T\ill leave early nextj 
spring_for Europe, where he will at- 
tend clinics conducted by the most 
famous physicians of Germany in the 
exemplification of many recent im- 
provements in. surgical methods. 


Dr. Stimson is not a doubter of 
the feasibility of the new cure. He 
is only reasonably conservative in 
his consideration of the cure which 
is being exploited by the foreign phy- j 
Eiciau. In view of the many failures j 
of so-called 'cures' of consumption,! 
his position is sustained, and Newark I 
victims of the disease may rest as-! 
sured that if there is any reliability 
to be placed in the new serum, it will [ 
be in the hands of the local physician 
as soon- as its cures are sufficiently' 
proved. Dr. Friedman claims to 
have cured 600 eases. 


The German discoverer of the se- 


rum which is a turtle culture con- 
taining a great variety of germs. 
known to the profession as a •mixed 
serum', insists that one injection of 
the serum is enough to kill all the' 
tuberculosis germs in a human- sys-j 
tern, and the use of two or three in- 
jections by him has resulted in the] 
curing of scores of cases in astonish- 
ing time. The elimination of the dis- 
ease germs from the body, of course 
permits nature to build up the bro- 
ken down tissues and enables the pa- 
tient to recover his former strength 
within at least two or three weeks 
from the time' of administering tae 
anti-toxin. 


"I had intended going'to Germany 
next spring, even before the reports 
of the discovery of the turtle culture 
reached this country,' said Dr. Stim- 


son, "and I shall certainly make a 
thorough investigation, of the Ger- 
man physician's claims. 
I see no 
reason, however, why physicians in 
the United States should rush to Ger- 
many so early to the 
movement, 
Thege-are-seoreg onJ 
nent American, practitioners always 
in. Germany completing advanced 
studies, and they would certainly see 
that our country i; sot forgotten in 
the distribution of the serum, should 
it prove a feasible cure. 


'•Physicians are still wary of such 


cures, in view of the many times that 
they have been burnt by playing 
with the fires of failures in such 
remedies. There are still sold on. 
the market a number of purported 
'cures' which really do not destroy 
the germs and do nothing more, per- 
haps than, aid Nature a trifle in the 
maintenance of tissues. 
"I do believe," Dr. Stimson, con- 


tinued, "that Dr. Friedman has been 
working along the right line in his 
investigations, and that if a cure for 
the dreaded white plague is ever 
found, it will be in the nature of a 
mixed serum, one containing germs 
of al! kinds which will 
counteract 


and finally eliminate consumption 
germs. Then Nature will be able to 
carry on its work without the rav- 
aging influence of the original dis- 
ease — contingent only upon the prop- 
er care of the patient."' 


The local physician is a firm be- 
liever in the evalue of anti-toxin 
serums in the curing of disease, and 
to the Advocate representative re- 
lated a number of instances, well 
known locally, in which serums re- 
sulted in the saving of many lives 
from death by blood poisoning. The 
curing of diphtheria by the serum 
method is decried by many physi- 
cians, but Dr. Stimson has substan- 
tial proof of its efficacy, and says 
that its administration is in many in- 
stances the only manner of saving 
life. The use of an anti-toxin for the 
cure of tuberculosis would probably 
be met by objection from some phy- 
sicians, but it is certain that if Dr. 
Friedman's discoverey is available, 
its use in Xewark will not be long 
delayed.

Agricultural education for the fanners of lacking county Is €he pro- 
gressive policy to be put iu operation by the Xetvark Trust Company 
daring the next few months, according to statements made" to an Advo- 
cate representative today l>y W. C. Jletz of that institution. The moTe- 
meat is one that has already received the earnest consideration of other 
individual banking institutions, as well as the American Bankers' -Asso- 
ciation, in this and other states, 'and tlfe adoption of the" plan by the 
.Newark bank presages great benefits for the hundreds of fanners' who 
will be permitted, through their generosity and, activity, to come into 
touch with the best and most scientific methods of American agriculture. 
Although the details of the move- 
ment are yet in a conceptive state, 
they will include the holding of far-

"People all over the United States 
are only beginning 
to 
appreciate 


what agriculture really means," said 
Mr. Metz to the Advocate represen- 
tative. "Lack of management that 
would not be tolerated in any other 
business is too- evident on the farms 
of our county, and cannot result in 
anything but an ultimate '-deteriora- 
tion of farming conditions. 
It is 
our intention to do all inrotrrTfower 
to remove such conditions, by the 
carrying of proper agricultural 
In- 
struction to those who are unable 
to secure it from state institutions 
for thete assistance in the movement i during short courses and farmers' 
and under the terms of their author- institutes. Publicity will 
form a 
ity -will be enabled to give to the 
people of Licking county informa- 
-tuiB-whieh-should increase "the agri- 
cultural output of the county many 
fold. 


One of the earfiest factors in the 


development of this agricultural ad- 
vancement plan to be conducted bv 
the Newark Trust Company will be 
the calling of attention to the neces- 
sity of proper attention 
to corn 
planting. 
The State University's 


extension department is doing splen- 
did work along this line, and the 
supplemental work under the direc- 
tion of the local institution, and ap-

;he holding of spraying and pruning 
demonstrations, will be carried 
on 
inder the direction of the state au- 
thorities, the local institution shar- 
ing in advancing the plan, by means 
of advertising and personal 'solicita- 
don of expert aid. 


In other states the employment of 
an expert agronomist by banking as- 
sociations has already been advocat- 
ed, and it is the intention of the 
Xewark Trust Company to include 
this phase of agricultrral develop- 
ment in. its campaigns. Eventually, 
and it is believed that the time will 
not be far advanced, an expert agri- 
culturist, acquainted with agronom-

The French Revolution was at its 


height. After throwing off the crue! 
bondage o* royalty under which they 
had groaned for centuries, the French 
people beheaded taeir old tyrants, tlie 
aristocrats.

He was a Swiss 
by birth and had at various times 
been a scientist, a literary man. i 
physiclto and—so says Carlyle—a 
horse doctor. "When the revolution be- 
gan he started a paper called "The 
Friend of the People." It was prob- 
ably the most scurrilous, bloodthirsty 
sheet ever published. 


The revolution at that time had 


not wholly thrown sanity aside. 
Marat's arrest was ordered. He es- 
caped and fled to the lowest slams. 
There, hiding- in the sewers and cel- 
lars, he spent his time making friends 
with the vile outcasts of the Paris un- 
derworld and. in preaching to item hit 
doctrine of wholesale murder. From 
time to time, as the revolution -wared 
more fierce, he would emerge from 
hiding with, new plans for deeds of 
violence- Each time the saner leaders 
denounced him. But. soon or late, 
ihey followed his advice. And thus 
che revolution, grew daily Into 
tie 


Keiga of Teror. 


At last it became safe for Marat tc 


come wholly out of seclusion and-to 
proclaim aloud, by voice and by his 
newspaper, his Ideas for the death of 
Bis fellowmen.

eaders feared and hated him. They 
celd him ia contempt for his squalid 
HID. and his shrieking clamor 
for 


>Iood. But they could no longer send 
nim into hiding. For the worst ele- 
seat of the niob now ruled Paris, 


the mob adored Marat. He grew 


n power and his most terrible orders 
were obeyed. 


He framed a law by -which 400,000 


persons were arrested on suspicion ol 
lelng false to the revolution.

course ia this regard, vrl'h a coatiati- 
ing of supreme court decisions upoa 
new phases of the trust iiuostla:: not 
already tiually decided, is going to c.f- 
iVr a solution, of this much disc-!issct« 
aud troublesome issue ia a quiet, calm 
and judicial way without any radical 
legislation changing the governmental 
policy iu regard to combinations u^v. 
denounced by the Sherman anti-trust 
law. 


I have already recommended as ou 


aid in th:s matter legislation which 
would declare unlawful certain wel! 
known phases of unfair coiui>c-;iti-::i 
ia interstate trade, aud I have also 
advocated voluntary national incor- 
poration for the larger industrial en- 
terprises, with provision for a closer 
supervision by the bureau of corpora- 
tions or a board appointed for the par- 
pose, so as to make more certain com-_ 
pliaace with the anti-trust lav.- on the 
one haad aud to give greater security 
to the stockholders against possible 
prosecutions on the other. 


I believe, however, that the order!/ 


course of litigation in the courts aad 
the regular prosecution of trusts charg- 
ed with the violation of the aautrust 
law is producing among business mea 
a clearer and clearer perception of the 
line of distinction between business 
that is to be encouraged and business 
that is to be condemned, and that in 
this quiet way the question of trusts 
caa be settled and coiapetitioa retail- 
ed as aa economic force to secure rtti- 
sonableness Ia prices aad freedom anG 
iadependeace ia trade. 


Reform of Court Procedure. 


I ana glad to bring to the attcntioa 


of congress the fact that the supreme 
court has radically altered the 
rules governing the procedure oa the 
equity side- of all federal courts, and 
though, as these changes have not beea 
yet put in practice so as to enable us 
to state from actual results what the 
reform will accomplish, they are of 
snch a character thst we can reason- 
ably prophesy that they will gready 
reduce the time aad cost of, litigation 
ia such courts. The court has acloptea 
rnaay of tne shorter methods of the 
preseat English procedure, and. whise 
it may take a iittle while for the prc- 
fessioa to accnstaia itself to these 
methods, it is certain greatly to facili- 
tate litigation. The action of the su- 
preme court has been so drsstic and so 
full of appreciation of the aeeessity for 
a great reform ia court procedure that 
I have no hesitation ;n following up 
this action with a recommendation 
which I foreshadowed In my message 
of three years ago. that the sections of 
the statute governing the procedore In 
the federal courts oa the common lavr 
side should be so amended as tc give 
to the supreme court the same right to 
make rules of procedure ia common 
law as they have since the beginning 
of the court exercised ia eqnity. 


I do not doubt that a full considera- 


tion of the subject will eceole the 
court while giving effect to the sub- 
staafial differences in right aad reme- 
dy between the system of common 
law and tbe systeia of equity so to 
unite the two procedures into the form 
of one civil action aad to shorten the 
procedure ia sach civil actioa as to 
furnish a model to all the state courts 
esercisicg coacurrent jurisdiction with 
the federal courts of first iastacce- 


Uader the statute now in force the 


commoa law procedure ia each federal 
court is made to conform to the pro- 
cedure ia the state in which the court 
is held. 
In these days, when we 


should be making progress in court 
procedure, such a conformity statute 
makes the federal method too depend- 
ent npoa the actioa of state legisla- 
ture I can but think it a great op- 
portunity for coagress to iatrnst to 
the highest tribunal in tnis country, 
evidently iaabuod with a strong spirit 
in favor of a. reform of procedure, tbe 
power to frame a. model code of pro- 
cedure, which, while preserving all 
that is valuable and necessary of the 
rights and remedies at cotamoa law 
and in equity, shall lessen the burden 
of the poor litigant to a minimum in 
the espeditioa and cheapness with 
which his cause can be fought or de- 
fended through federal courts to final 
judgment. 


Workman's Compensation Act. 


I say agnin that I think no act cna 


have a better effect directly upon the 
relations between the employer aad 
employee thna this act applying to 
railroads nnd common carriers of an 
interstate character, and 1 am sure 
that tlie passage of the act would 
greatly relieve the courts of the heav- 
iest burden of litigation that they 
have and would eanble them to dis- 
patch other business with a speed nev- 
er before nttained in courts of justice 
in this country.
